Back of Makale were strong 
Mhiopian forces which Italian offi- 
cers believed might make their first } 
real stand against the invaders. 


100000 MEN MASSED 

Massed on the ridge dominating 
Makale, an important caravan trail 
centre, were three main columns, 
pumbering nearly 100,000 men. 

Ethiopians, who fled from the 
close combat after a charge by 
African Askaris wielding sabres | 
and bayonets, were reported to | 
have suffered heavy losses. 

The Italians, suddenly confronted | 
by the enemy forces during the 
mopping-up operation, lost two na- 
tive soldiers. Ten Askaris and two 
Italian officers also were wounded. 


SCOUTS ARE THERE | 

In the main advance on Makale 
the Italians were moving toward a 
“deserted city,’ natives told this 
correspondent. 

Scouts of Ras Gugsa, already had 
entered the objective city. 

Natives in the advance region 
told me only residents loyal to 
Gugsa would be found in the im- 
portant caravan centre.

Deliberations of the jury Thurs- 
day forenoon were suspended until 
2 pm. when Dr. John McGregor, 
pathologist, who performed a post 
mortem on the body of Norman 
Nicholson, will be recalled to an- 
swer the jury's question as to the 
naturel length of time required for 
food in the stomach to pass into 
the intestine. 

The jury, which had been con- 
sidering its verdict in the trial of 
Walter Bilobroka, 17, charged with 
the murder at Glenevis of Norman 
Nicholson, for an hour and 10 min- 
utes, submited this question to the 
Court at 11:55 am 

The jury had been reading Dr 
McGregor's report which contsin- 
ed the information that the dead 
Man's stomach was empty. In ex- 
amination, E. B. Cogswell, K.C, 
Crown prosecutor, had dealt only 
with the head wounds 

The testimony of the accused 


stated that he had killed Nicholson | 


in a fight which occurred shortly 
after breakfast on September 10 
“My Lord, there was no evidence 
that Nicholson ate any solid food 
at breakfast,” R. F. Jackson,  de- 
fence counsel, protested, “That 
should be pointed out to the jury 
if this question is answered.” 
Chief Justice Simmons read from 
the statement of the accused, “We 
had breakfast at 8:30." To Mr. 


Jackson he said, “You will have 


the opportunity to bring evidence 
on the same point.” 


The charge of His Lordship, in| 


which he cast doubt on ghe credi- 
bility of the accused as a witness, 
lasted for an hour and 10 minutes, 
the jury retiring at 10:45 a.m. 


ONLY TWO PRESENT 


A good deal of the evidence was 
largely circumstantial, the chief 
justice said, as there were only 
two present at the killing, the ac- 
cused and the victim. 

“We have to consider the ques- 
tion of motive,” he said. “There is 
no doubt the accused knew that 
Nicholson had money, so you will 
have to consider the motive of rob- 
bery.” 

He suggested that the accused 
“did not have a good credit bal- 
ance” in credibility, on his own ad- 
mission that he had done a good 
deal of lying. 

He asked the jury to consider 
the matter of self-defence as justi- 
fication for the killing. The man's

U.S. Admiral

PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 7 — Ad- 
miral William H. Standley describ- 
ed opponents of the United States 
naval building program last night 
as “the greatest menace to the sta- 
bility of our government and to our 
National security.” 

Addressing the military order of 
the Loyal Legion of the United 
States, the chief of naval operations 
asserted the need for a yearly 
building program, and added: 

“Our every effort toward pre- 
paredness is actively opposed by 
certain influences, claimed to be 
patriotic and some of which are 
known to be otherwise, whose com- 
mon aim has been to weaken the 
national defence by opposing the 
naval building program.”

A new regulation, compelling offi- 
cials of the new government in 
Manchuria to save from three to 
five per cent of their salaries, has 
been effected by a recent order of 
the council of state of Manchukuo. 
The new ordinance states officials 
who receive a salary of more than 
$50 a month in Manchukuo cur- 
rency ($15 Canadian), are required 
to save at least three per cent of 
their wages, and all government 
officials who receive more than 
$200 ($52 Canadian) a month as 
salary, be required to put away at 
least five per cent of this amount.

NOT FOR WASHINGTON 

Nobody will wonder that Premier King 
wanted Mr. John W. Dafoe to take on the duties 
of Canada’s Minister at Weshington; and nobody 
who knows Mr. Dafoe will wonder that ‘he 
declined the repeated offer of the post, though 
understanding and appreciating the honor in- 
volved. 

No man is better qualified than this veteran 
newspaperman for the post. It will be hard to 
find one so well fitted to represent the Dominion 
at the United States capital at a time when the 
commercial relations of the two countries are 
to be re-vamped. Certainly none can be found 
whose views on this subject are more in line 
with western opinion. 

But getting John Dafoe to live outside a 
newspaper office, or outside western Canada, 
would be like getting a fish to live out of water. 
Maybe it could be done, but it isn’t likely to 
happen. 

VICTIMS OF OVER-WORK 

Every public man should appoint his doctor 
a@ personal dictator in matters of health, to tell 
him when to go to bed, when to get up, what 
to eat—and particularly when it is time to stop 
work and take a rest. Incidentally, most doctors 
should do the same thing, for where his own 
health is concerned the average doctor does not 
show any better sense than the political leaders. 

Probably the trouble is that “All men think 
all men mortal but themselves.” It is easy to see 
that the other fellow is over-doing it; not so 
easy to recognize one’s own limitations. 

If there have been two men in the public life 
of Canada in recent years who seemed to 
embody the ideas of vigor and endurance they 
were Mr, Bennett and “Mitch.” Hepburn. But 
Mr. Bennett worked himself into a “heart con- 
dition,” and Mr. Hepburn must quit political 
life for the same reason 

The leaders in public offeirs are great asset: 
of a country. Their health is not exclusively 
a matter of concern to themselves. They should 
safeguard it from a sense of public di 
well as for personal reasons. Canada cannot 
afford leaders work themselves 
death, and it is folly—well intentioned but none 
the less folly—for them to do it.

DO IT OPENLY 


The city council should go back over the 
records, total up what Edmonton has spent on 
unemployment relief during the last five years. 
capitalize the whole amount, and issue deben- 
tures against it. Since the council of this year 
did not take that courageous course, candidates 
for next year's council should ask and be given 
a mandate to do so. 

Edmonton has paid no relief costs out of 
revenue, Payments under this heading have 
turned up at the end of each year as a deficit, 
and been added to a floating debt that now is as 
large as the whole relief outlay. Since there is 
no possibility that this floating debt will be 
cleared off out of next year’s revenue, the 
candid thing to do is to convert it into bor 
and get the benefit of the lower interest rate: 

There is no profit for the taxpayer and nx 
credit to successive city councils in pretending 
that we are paying relief costs as we go, when 
we are and have been doing nothing of the kind 
If there is any notion that this jugglery can 
deceive investors and maintain the city’s credit 
at an artificial level, it may as well be dis- 
missed. People who lend money to a city know 
exactly what its financ , and find 
out before they lend 

The only eftect this shilly-shallying 
have upon the credit of the city is to injure it 
The investor who learns that a aity hes 
carrying forward as en overdraft, or by 
short-term devices, payments which it was 
posed to have been making year by year out of 
revenue is not thereby given confidence either 
in its solvency or in its way of doing business 
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THE LIMIT OF ABSURDITY 

On Tuesday evening twenty-five candidates 
for places on the city council and the public 
school board journeyed about the city and spoke 
at three meetings—to 4 total of forty-four 
voters, or presumed voters. At one meeting 
they had nine hearers, at another fifteen turned 
out, while in the third district twenty persons 
left the family fireside to listen to the platform 
discussion of civic affairs. 

The meetings were not ali in one part of the 
city. Taken with the correspondingly small! 
“crowds” at formér places they show that in no 
section have the voters any peculiar disposition 
to abstain from listening to campaign speeches 
They seem to be everywhere pretty much of 
the same opinion—that there are other more 
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pleasant or more profitable ways of spending 
an evening. 

In fairness to the present candidates it should 
be said that this is no new thing. The tendency 
toward smaller audiences has been in evidence 
for years. If they are smaller this year than 
last, they were smaller last year than the year 
before. No reflection upon the oratorical ability 
or the standing of this year’s candidates is dis- 
closed by the preponderance of empty seats in 
the meeting halls. 

Nor is the blame to be charged altogether to 
@ supposed public “apathy” toward the outcome 
of the elections. Something is to be said for the 
voter who stays away from the talkfests 
Twenty-five speeches in one evening do make 
up a really Jarge order, even when they are 
good speeches. At five minutes each they con- 
sume more than two hours. With extra time 
for mayoralty candidates, and the inevitable 
delays, three hours is the shortest space in 
which such a program can ordinarily be run off. 

And at the end of it the bewildered auditor 
goes home with his head in a whirl, dimly con- 
scious of having sustained a barrage of rapid 
fire talk from a long succession of speakers, 
none of whom succeeded in making a very clear 
impression upon his memory. 

Next year it will be as well to cancel the 
campaign meetings entirely—or go to the other 
extreme and hold many more meetings with far 
fewer speeches per meeting.

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Drink Water In Bladder 
Inflammation 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCoY 

Most of the people writing in regarding 
kidney weakness really have an inflammation 
of the bladder. The surprising thing about 
bladder trouble is that cften the pain will not 
be in the bladder at al), but will be reflexed, 
appearing as backache, or as an ache between 
the shoulders, or neuritis, and 
the patient will not have the 
slightest reason to suspect 
that the bladder is the true 
cause of the pain. Anyone 
who suspects kidney trouble 
should have a urinalysis made 
by a competent laboratory. 

Inflammation of the blad- 
der is a constant source of 
distress in the lower back 
and chronic inflammation of 
the bladder will show more 
pains in the back than in the bladder itself. 
Bladder irritation is easily mistaken for many 
other diseases. 

The bladder is a small sac In which the 
liquid waste from the kidneys is kept until it 
is passed from the body. When the fluid stored 
in the bladder is overloaded with poisons, the 
delicate membrane lining the bladder often be- 
comes irritated and inflamed by them and 
cystitis or bladder inflammation develops. The 
irritation may be due to some specific infection 
which reaches the bladder through the blood 
stream, the urethra, or the kidneys. A common 
cause of cystitis is prolapsus, or sagged organs, 
which produce a mechanical irritation by press- 
ing on the bladder. Prostatic disorders, closure 
of the urethra, stones in the bladder, injury 
from a blow, etc., may produce cystitis. In some 
few cases the trouble arises from bacteria which 
enter from the use of an unclean catheter. 

The common symptoms of bladder inflam- 
mation are such that they lead many patients 
into believing they have kidney trouble. Prob- 
ably the main symptom is a desire to empty the 
bladder frequently, especially at night, thus 
disturbing the rest. Emptying the bladder be- 
comes more and more painful, and in time the 
act may cause the smal] blood vessels in the 
lining to bleed. After some time, the chronic 
irritation may cause the growth of polypi. 

In severe cases the neck of the bladder con- 
tracts and this organ cannot be completely 
emptied, with the result that the liquid is kept 
in the bladder and decomposes, adding to the 
wastes already present and aggravating the 
condition. 

In some chronic cases so much mucus is 
eliminated that the popular name has been 
given of catarrh of the bladder. 

One with a tendency to this trouble should 
avoid garlic, onions, asparagus, spices, and all 
alcoholic drinks for these may increase any 
bladder inflammation as they contain irritating 
substances which must be eliminated by way 
of the bladder. 

A patient with cystitis should use a great 
deal of water to drink; in fact, the best treat- 
ment is a straight distilled water fast. This is 
just the opposite to what the patient usually 
feels like doing, but the best results follow the 
use of quantities of water, as the water keeps 
the bladder comparatively clean of irritating 
material and dilutes the poisons to such a de- 
gree that they do not irritate the lining of the 
bladder to the same extent that they would in 
more concentrated form. 

A very good temporary treatment in acute 
attacks is the hot sitz bath which in most cases 
brings immediate relief from the intense pain. 
The use of hot towels over the bladder is also 
good, while a hot enema as warm as possible 
will also soothe and help to alleviate the feeling 
of fullness and tenderness in the bladder.

On This Date 


A Day in Canadian History 

On this date in 1831 an indus- 
try was inaugurated at York 
(Toronto), which grew world 
famous and which in time ac- 


cumulated large fortunes for the 
families of the pioneers. James 
Worts had come to Upper Canada 
to view out the land for his 
brother-in-law, William Gooder- 
ham, who had been from 1813 
proprietor of the Kitley mill, 
Bungay, Suffolk. Worts kept a 
diary and carefully noted that 
on November 7, “a fine frosty 
morning,” the bricklayers were at 
work, and on November 26, de- 
spite a failing of workers to get 
drunk every night, the mill was 
completed. The report sent back 
to Suffolk was so satisfactory 
that in July, 1832, Exekiel and 
William Gooderham and _ their 
families arrived at York. 


signed between William Gooder- 
ham and James Worts as flour 
millers and a deposit of £1,823 6s 
was made in the Bank of Upper 
Canada. The first flour was pro- 
duced on October 5 and sold for 
five dollars a barrel. The domes-

It is not so many years 
ago that the windmill which op- 
erated the first plant, long a 
landmark in Toronto Bay, was 
destroyed by fire. 


Remembrance Day

Monday, Nov. 11, is Remem- 
brance Day. 

Remembrance! What a world 
of meaning there is in that word! 
How can we ever forget? The 
years 1914-1918 will stand as the 
most significant, the most tragic 
years in the lives of all who liv- 
ed through them. 

The natural aftermath was a 
revulsion against war. But, no 
matter what the reaction now, 17 
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years after the Armistice, let us | 
remember this vital and historic | 


truth: The men who served were 
no more responsible for the holo- 
causi than those who stayed be- 
hind. Or, if there be guilt, then 
all were equally guilty. 

Let us remember on this Re- 
membrance Day that the men 
who served did only their duty 
as they saw it in the years 1914- 
1918. And in doing their duty 
thousands--no, millions — died. 
Almost 
died thus, 

Let us remember this, also: 
There were men who honestly 
and sincerely felt the same to- 
wards war at that time as many 
feel! now. But they were called 
cowards then. Thoughtless “flap- 
pers” handed them white feath- 
ers and with shame in their very 
souls they went—and many were 
fent to their deaths. Their opin- 
ions did not change—they only

proved they were not cowards. 

But it was different—then. 
Truly circumstances alter cases! 

Remembrance! Let us remem- 
ber the men who died, Let us see 
to it their sacrifices are never 
forgotten. Only by this means 
can the real tragedy of war he 
impressed on the minds of suc- 
ceeding generations. A Ceno- 
taph will do that. 

Let us remember the men who 
returned—broken in body and in 
health—and the many who feel 
they have not had a square deal. 
They, with justice, felt they had 
earned a chance to live—that 
they had at least earned a job 
But many did not get one. Some 
even feel jt would have been bet- 
ter if they too had died. That's 
the real shame of the Great War! 

Remembrance Day is also 
Poppy Day. For years the Can- 
adian Legion of the British Em- 
pire Service League has been 
striving to do something to miti- 
gate the sufferings of returned 
men—economiec sufferings which 
should never have existed. The 
funds derived from the sale of 
poppies are all used for this pur- 
pose. 

Every citizen should wear a 
poppy in Remembrance that in 
France and Flanders poppies are 
now growing on the graves of 
those who died--doing their duty,

Nearly a year elapsed after the+ 


death of the late superintendent of 
the power house, during which a 
committee of council had in hand 
the disposition of the expiring 
agreement, which expired on Sep- 
tember 30 of this year. It now de- 
velops that nothing was done, and 
the aim of the Calgary Power Com- 
pany now is to see that nothing is 
done at present until after the 
election. Delay, procrastination 
and hope, are the three inspiring 
attributes of big business and of 
the Calgary Power Company. 
COMMITTEE DID LITTLE 

After the last municipal election 
a new committee was formed, com- 
posed as nearly as possible of the 
same old committee, and elec- 
tors can see just how 
committee has done during the pas* 
12 months. However, on June 17, 
the special power committee made 
the following report, which was 
adopted by council: 

“That we recommend to coun- 
cil that we proceed with the 
development of the power plant 
on the principles laid down by 
the late Superintendent Cunning- 
ham, and over a period as sug- 
gested by Mr. Ritchie in his re- 
port of May 22, 1935.” 
Thereafter the commissioners 

appropriated $5,000 to enable 
acting superintendent of the power 
house to prepare his plans.

SHOULD PAY CITY 
In the meantime, from October 1 
the Calgary Power Company have 


been allowed to use their trans- 
former and meters in the city 
power house to supply their cus- 


tomers north and east of the city 
One supply of power is taken over 
the city power lines to Calder 
where it is delivered to the com- 
peny’s liner and taken as far north 
as Westlock. Another supply of 
power !s taken over the city power 
lines to Beverly, where it is de- 
livered to the company’s lines and 
taken as far as Vegreville. The 
Calgary Power thus uses roughly 
ten miles of city trunk lines, for 
which, naturally, they should pay 
something. Under some arrange- 
ment, the city is using about one 
mile of the Calgary Power Com- 
peny’s lines to supply the Marcus 
Coal Co. I am advised that since 
October 1, 1935, the Marcus Coa! 
Co. have been billed for use of thir 
Calgary Power Co. line at $250 per 
ear under a five year agreement 
or $1,250 in all, which will be paid 
to the Cadgary Power Co. If thi 
is the case, then the city is entitled 
to ten times as much per year, or 
month, for the use of their lines to 
Calder and Beverly.

The first stumbling block raised 
by the president of the Calgary 
Power Company was that the city 
commissioners had no 
dealing with those points, or tran- 
sacting any of their business what- 
soever. I then called in.our own 
city solicitor, who did not at all 
agree with the president of the 
company, and it was necessary for 
me to refer to him for his written

SOLICITOR'S OPINION 


The city solicitor in his reply 
states as follows: 
“In order to bring the matter 


clearly before your mind I point 
out that by letter dated the llth 
September, 1935, the Calgary Power 
Company referred to the termina- 
tion of the agreement on the ist 
October snd that it would be neces- 
sary for the company to imme- 
diately commence construction of

| stating that so far as that service is 


concerned the company was pre- 
pared to make any reasonable pro- 
vision the city might desire. On 
September 23rd the company again 
wrote the city referring to the let- 
ter of the llth September stating 


that they had no suitable conductor 


available and that there was very 
little time left to make the neces- 
sary changes to enable the com- 
pany to cerry the load north and 
west of Edmonton and asking for 
permission to use the city’s lines as 
at precent for a limited period to 
transmit their power to the Beverly 
and Calder switching stations; that 
in the meantime the systems would 
be operating in parallel and the 
city would have the advantage ot 
the company’s equipment for reg- 
ulating its voltage and supplying 
the Marcus Coal Mines as at pre- 
sent. These letters were submitted 
by the city commissioners to coun- 
cil at its meeting No. 45, held on 
the 23rd September, where the fol- 
lowing appears at page 319:
